AVhen the sportsman now 


takes a trip to bis hunting bos bis 
wife accompanies him. and she ban- 
dies her rifle witb an accuracy of aim 
that commands the admiration of the 
guides. 


That the modern Dianas will con- 


tinue to participate in this form of 
sport Is beyond question, as the wom- 
en have in many instances proved 
themselves to be as fine shots as the 
nicn and as able to endure the fatigue 
of a day's hunting in the wilds. 


Women used to enjoy trips in boats 


at nicht after deer. This mode of 
limiting is called jacking, and tbe fa- 
vorite method was to paddle quietly 
along the lake or its inlet in a canoe 
witb just one bright light shining at 
the bow of tbe boat. 


Deer, especially, possess a vast 


amount of cariosity, and any startling 


object that bursts suddenly upon tbe 
vision will hold them spellbound for a 
few moments &t least.

.short cut for some or" tlie inland bodies 
of water where the tleer drink and dis- 
port themselves. The field glass may 
reveal a deer working his way along 
the shore of the lake. The deer with 
his branching antlers moves apparent- 
ly with little concern, and the woman 
hunter works along the bank cf the 
lake until a good shot is afforded. 


Suddenly the deer is frighteneu. but 


before he cin turn to escape the crack 
of the rifle breaks upon the air, aiid 
the woman hunter has become the pos- 
sessor of a dear's head as a proof of 
her prowess and aim.—Xtw York Sun.

JAPANESE ARCH!TiCTUR£. 


Tbe Style Tleldius to That Common 1m 


Curopean Countries. 


A Japanese architect who makes a 


spec-laity of European styles and tie- 
signs is a person not frequently met 
in this country, yet such is tbe profes- 
sion of Mr. S. Yoahii, of Tokio. Japan, 
wbo arrived ia AVashingrcn Tuesday. 
Mr. Yoshii's card tells That he Is the 
-chief architect to the ministry of 
couinHUiic-atiou. architect to the home 
department,"' <?;e.. and Mr. Yoshii him- 
self tells eoine very interesting things 
abcut the architectural phase of Jap- 
anese Hie. Speaking of this lie said: 


-European architecture is gradually 


gaining a footlioltl iii Japaa, and must 
sooner or later dominate, just as Eu- 
ropean styles of dress are soon to 
dominate ia the big cities. In Tokio 
and iu other lar^e centres cf popula- 
tion all the new business houses are 
Luiit on European plans. They are 
found to be more practicable. The 
residences are still uf tbe Japanese 
style, and I suppose they will bend to 
rue change lass of all. Some of the 
larger and finer residences in the cities 
are built like yours, but most stick to 
iho old customs. 
"The Government does not own its 


buildings, but rents them, and these, 
without exception, are of European 
design. Within a few years the Gov- 
ernment will erect its own bu:Id:ngs, 
and, of course, will adopt European 
patterns. There are three good Euro- 
pean hotels in Tokio, aud a number 
that are not so good. The Europeans 
and Americans never stop at the Jap- 
anese hotels, because they casnot do 
without chairs. Oar hotels have noth- 
ing but couches. 


"Architects in Japan make it a rule 


never to construct a building over four 
stories in height, for fear ic will fall 
during an earthquake. Earthguakes 
are frequent there. 
Sometimes we 


have two in one moath, but the dara- 
ag? is seldom great."—Wasbiii^oa 
Post.

Professor Albert F. TTcou, physioic- \ 


gist cf tlie United States Bureau of 
Plant Industry, undertakes to explain 
how fcliage is covered by frcst. "Au- 
tumn leaves containing sugar,"' says 
the Professor, "such as tlie maples, 
sumachs, gums, etc., easily oxidize, and 
thus form the rich rails, purples and 
violets so beautiful to the eye. That 
is why these, especially the hard 
maples, give the most beautiful au- 
tumn, leaves. Autumnal cak leaves do 
not attract admiration, because they 
contain much tannin. The oxidation 
color of tannic acid is dirty brown. 
Leaves which die Quickly never give 
autumnal colors. The most gorgeous 
autumn leaves are produced by a long- 
drawn-cut fall, whose days gradually 
cool 
from 
summer liaat to winter 


snow." 


Although the sale of arsenic is pro- 


hibited ia that region white arsenic is 
eaten freely by the peasants of Styrla 
and the Tyrol. Because of its efficiency 
in warding off fatigue and enabling 
those engaged in card physical work 
to endure the strain it is an. article of 
daily diet among the people of that re- 
gion. A district physician states that 
the arsenic is usually taken before 
meals in a. cup of coffee, and while 
the first dose is minute the amouut 
taken daily is slowly increased until 
it reaches an average of fifteen grains. 
Those working in the arsenic factories 
of Salzburg are said to become arsenic 
eaters to avoid being overcome by the 
fumes of the drug. 
Immunity from 


infectious diseases, a fresh, youthful 
appearance and longevity are some of 
the advantages the arsenic eaters us- 
ually enjoy, but there is always a dan- 
ger of sudden death. Arsenic eating 
is indulged in by the women as well 
as by tliD men. 


Kansas Torn Apart. 


The attention of the Kansas State 


Board of Agriculture has been called 
to occurrences which are mystifying 
the alfalfa farmers of Jewell and Re- 
public counties. It is reported that 
great cracks and sink holes are ap- 
pearing in the alfalfa fields there. 


The cracks are sometimes rods in 


length, from two to six feet iu depth, 
and from one to TCU feet wide. They 
appear only in alfalfa fields, and the 
farmers have never before seen any- 
thing like them. 


They do not come gradually, but 


suddenly. It is becoming dangerous 
to drive a team across alfalfa fields 
because the ground may suddenly sink 
beneath it. 


Some section hands were working 


on a railroad track a few days ago 
near an alfalfa field on the farm of 
Edward Randall, not far from Jewell 
City. They heard a cow low but there 
was no cow in sight. 
The sound 


seemed to come from 
under 
the 


ground. 


Thev made a search and discovered 


the cow in an alfalfa sink hole, sev- 
eral feet below the curface. The cow 
was so weak that she could not stand 
after she had been dug out. 


The alfalfa plants have very long 


roots. One theory is that these roofs 
loosen the ground so that it is washed 
away by an underflow.—New York 
Sun.

A doable drowning took place at

Others hastened to assist and succeed- 


•ed in reseuiiisr Hass, who in turn did all 
he could to help tfce ladies. The ice gaye 
way repeatedly aud several others were 
• thrown into the water among them a 
brother .of Miss Klaiber, Arthur Bell and 
Edwa.'d Manges. These were soon res- 


• cued, but the girJs disappeared under the 
ice. 


Parties in boats immediately set to 


work to recover the bodies, which was 
a difficult task, owing to the necessity of 
breaking the ice. The bodies were final- 
ly found after being in the water over 


- an hour. 


The other victim was Wilson, aged 13 


. years, son of Luther Thomas, who was 
drowned while skating on Loucks' daiu. 
-Another bov named Cousler, broke in at 
the same time, but was pulled out by a 
man with a rake, summoned from the 
- mill near by.

The fact that such is not the 
case, then shows that there is some 
pcttiit and myf.ii rious law of com- 
pensation at work upon the race as 
a whole. And this law operates upon 
many of the animals as well as men. 
On the farm it is found convenient to 
preserve a great predominance of one 
sex over the other in cattle end chick- 
ens. 


Curiosity, not to say astonishment. 


is excited. therefore, by a recent an- 
nouncement of the Census Bureau. 
The enumeration of 3900 shows that 
there are more men and boys than 
women acd girls in this country and 


the more densely populated parts .of 
our own land Mid from fhe Old World. 
Hence the distribution of sexes is not 
uniform. Along the Atlantic seaboard 
for at least half a century there has 
been practically no excess of make, 
and on the whole, a slight deficiency. 
The superabundance of women has 
been, most conspicuous, though.in Mas-' 
sachusetts, Ehode Island and the IWs- 
trict of Columbia. Just why there 
should be such a. situation at the Na- 
tional capital is not clear. But in New- 
England a special local agency has 
been at work—an influx of factory 
girls from Canada. Thus there is au 
occasional exception to tile rule that 
the majority of immigrants are males. 


As might be expected, the greatest 


excess of men is to be found in the 
Far West, in the great agricultural and 
mining districts.—Chicago Tribune,

The departures from one coun- 
try, therefore, leave the other sex in 
excess in one part of the world, while 
they promote the preponderance of 
their own in another. Thus, in some 
European countries the proportion of 
males to females is about 483 to 31-5. 
Xow. inasmuch as three out of every 
five immigrants who come to the Unit- 
ed States are men and ten out of cveiy 
seventy-five people here are of foreign 
birth, it is easy to see how important 
is tbis factor in establishing the- ratio 
between tbc sexes. In 1800, for in- 
stance, the excess of males here was 
made up ia this proportion: 
Native 


born, 628,797, foreign born, 88i,713. 
And yet scarcely a seventh of the pop- 
xilation came from other lands. It is to 
this fact, no doubt, that immigration 
has experienced a blight check ia tbe 
last few years that the recent slight 
falling off in the masculine ascendency 
here is due. 


But people migrate not only from one 


country to another, but from one part 
of a country to another. This is pecul- 
iarily true in the United States, in 
consequence, there is a depletion in 
tba ranks of the sterner sex in the

by their mother wit have withstood the 
persecutions of mankind: we know- 
that they hare a wide range of ut- 
terances. and not one is put forth 
merely to gratify the ear. as in the 
case of a thrush's song; yet we hesitate 
to say plainly that crow taiketh unto 
crow and that they take counsel to- 
gether. There is no physical or meta- 
physical reason why this should not 
be the case: there is abundance evi- 
dence pointing in. that direction, bat 
no actual demonstration, satisfying: 
everyone, has taken place.

observant, the question would have 
been settled before this. In such a 
case the opinion of the farmer is worth 
more than that of a professional orni- 
thologist — Lippincott's Magazine.

COUNTRY EVERY D*-Y.

The trade does not say ahn-r-loye, 


but en-vellup. The United States En- 
velope Company, with a capital of *5.- 
«fll),000, is the lai-gest manufacturer 
of envelopes in the world, comprising 
as it does no less than nine big con- 
terns in New England -and one Iu 
Milwaukee. In the United States we 
haove, all told, 30 large firms engaged 
in this manufacture. 20 ol" which do 
not belong to the trust. 


Over 10,000,000 envelopes are made 


in this country every working day, or 
more than 3,000.000,00v a year. The 
£in product amounts to 30.000.000 a 
day, or nearly 10,000,000,0^0 annually. 
The American output of lead pencils 
Is 5000 gross or 720.00U a day, mak- 
ing the annual production of 225 OuO. 
Buttons we make by the million gross, 
and great quantities of steel pens. 
In. the latter product England is far 
ahead of us. It is said we do not 
make the right kind of steel for pens. 
The biggest little thing is the match, 
of which we make and use annually 
over 125.000.000,000. It is estimated 
that the consumption is fire matches 
a day for every man. woman and child 
of the population, which makes 40!>.- 
000.000 a day. A single machine 
tarns out 660,000 matches an hour, 
or 
5,280,000 each working day of 


•e-ighr hours. 


The oldest envelope manufacturing 


firm in the United States is in \Villiam 
sireet. which boasts many ancient 
nouses in other lines. Ii you wish to 
ses the old. the solid, the safe and 
the sound in our commercial life go 
to ^Villiam street_ between, say. Lib- 
erty and Beeliman. Samuel Raynor 
was the original envelope manufac- 
turer in New York, znd the firm in 
William street is his successor. YvTien 
he began business our fathers were 
folding their letters with the writing 
.inside and concealing the contents hy 
means of wafers and sealing wax. 
That was about 50 years ago. For a 
long time envelopes were made by 
hand and the cost was considerable. 
The establishment of to-day turns cue 
with 80 mac-runes 1,200,000 every eigai 
hours, and the present cost of enve- 
lopes is so smali that we hardly take 
it into serious consideration. 


I confess to a feeling of disappoint- 


ment since going through this factory 
with Mr. Johnson, i thought an en- 
velope machine could eat rolls of pa- 
per and turn out millions of the finish- 
eu product, packed in ooses ready for 
the customer. Match machines are 
fed on blocks of woou and i.ue com- 
pleted product is set before you 
packed in boxes containing from 65 
to 500 each. However, the envelope 
machine is ingenious enough. 
The 


blanks are first cut with, steel dies, 
which are forced through from 400 to 
700 sheets of paper at a single im- 
pression. They are then placed in the 
front of the machine, which picks 
them up one by one, gums the flaps, 
folds them, dries them and delivers 
them in blocks of 25 to the operator. 
The latter is invariably a woman. All 
she has to do is to keep up the supply 
of blanks and band the envelopes as 
they are turned out. The smaller the 
envelope the faster the machine, the 
capacity ranging from 12,000 to 45,000 
a day of eight hours. 


Some of the envelopes made here 


are veritable works of art. Splendid 
examples of lithographing are sesn in 
immense sheets of paper, some with 
gorgeous pictures so intricate that the 
man with the die must be a Philadel- 
phia lawyer to unravel the puzzle. The 
number of sheets to be cut into blanks 
at one impression must be of perfect 
register, else the envelope will be 
ruined in the folding. The old plan 
was to drive steel pins through tho 
4oO or more sheets, seeing that in each 
a mark made by the lithographer was 
punctured. So varied is the demand 
for envelopes that no factory could 
keep in stock a sufficient number of 
dies and machines for making odd 
styles, therefore the ancient baud 
work is carried on in a secluded cor- 
ner. 


A young man in a wire cage has a 


mallet and some queer shaped steel 
chisels, with which he cuts out these 
odd shapes and sizes, all of which are 
gummed and folded by hand. It is 
slow and tedious yet a necessary 
branch of the business. Gum arabic, 
dissolved in hot water or steamed, 
Is used for pasting the flaps. Some 
of the envelopes are 10 by 15 inches, 
with the top flap closed by means 
of cord. Then there are little fellows, 
2 by 3 1-2 inches, principally made of 


paper and used for church 


collections. Enormous quantities of 
official sizes are made for the gorern- 
ment. The favorite and standard 
commercial size for business corre- 
spondence is No. 5 3-4. 


Making envelopes is largely a wom- 


an's occupation, only the heavier 
labor falling to men. And the work 
of attending to a machine is easy, 
clean and pleasant. The wages are 
fair, the hours short. The envelope 
salesman, whether at home or on the 
road, carries no sample cases, but a 
small leatuer wallet in his coat pocket. 
It is said that Thomas Rule, the dean 
of salesmen, does not even carry a 
wallet. Twenty-two years in the busi- 
ness, he has built up a trade that re- 
lentlessly pursues him whereerer he 
?oes. His face is a big part of the 
fortune of his house. Every time te 
shows it to a customer the company 
buys a new machine capacity 45,000 
a day.

stronger race and more victorious 
r'aith. 


Th» other day, whila making a 


i:ttl« trip orer the Intercceanic, that 
runs through 
so many picturesque 


Indian towns, I happened to meet in 
one of these villages a very intelli- 
;eat Indian, who told ine the follow- 
ing. "Whether it is true or not I -3o 
not know—"I tell the tale as 'twas 
told to me." He said that on the 
northern slope of Popocatapetl, near 
the foot, there is a large cave almost 
unknown to the outside world. In 
this cave lives an old white-haired 
Indian who is the oracle of a small 
iribe of Indians In that vicinity, whose 
language is unlike that of any of the 
neighboring towns. 


This little tribe has never been con- 


quered either by the Spaniards or by 
the church or by the modern govern 
ment of the republic. The Indians 
have preserved all their old customs 
and traditions until this day, and are 
practically as they were 400 years 
ago. One of the very curious insti- 
tutions among them is that of the ora- 
cle, or seer, who dwells in the above- 
mentioned cave all alone. He is al- 
ways the oldest and wisest man of 
the tribe. He is looked upon with 
the same superstitious reverence as 
were the oracles of Dodona and Del- 
phi in the boyhood 
of the world. 


In that cave are preserved rare gems 
of curiously carved emeralds, such 
as the great "Malinche" sent home 
to Spain; idols of gold and silver and 
copper and stone, pearl necklaces 
from the far-off Gulf of California, 
and strange robes of feather work, 
of which but very few examples are 
known today outside the pages of 
Sabagun, Prescott or Clavigero. 


There are also ranged in fitting 


order the ancient gods of this strange 
people, of whom this old man is the 
high priest. Once a month a com- 
mission of the oldest men of the tribe 
visits the cave and takes with it 
in the name of the people, offerings 
of fruit and 
flowers 
and 
eatables 


and incense in honor of the gods 
and their oracle. 


Upon all affairs of importance to 


the tribe this old man is consulted, 
and his judgments are those of the 
Medes and the Persians. 


I asked whether it would be pos- 


sible to visit him or not and was 
told no one, not even members of 
the same tribe, outside the before 
mentioned "commission" had 
ever 


seen the inside of that strange and 
mysterious cave. My informant told 
me that at a certain 
point all 


persons are stepped by a guard and 
told that they can proceed no fur- 
ther upon pain of death. And this 
is not a tale of 400 years ago, but 
of today. 


The tribe and the cave are at the 


north side of Popocatapetl 
and ev- 


ery Saturday in Atlixco members of 
this tribe are at the market to buy 
and sell thear simple necessaries of 
life. It is enough to see them to 
realize at once the great difference 
between them and the other Mexican 
Indians who are to be seen there at 
that time. Not only is their style 
of clothing very different, but also 
their language.—Two Republics.

NEGROES TAKIMQ TO TEA.

The increased consumption of tea ia 


one of tic? interesting phases of mod- 
*rn commercial life in the soutit" said 
\ drummer for a New Orleans nouse, 
•and you would ba surprised at the 
rast change whlcli has taken place in 
ihis respect. The fact is that during 
the last few years the changes in tha 
tea business have amounted, to a revo- 
lution. 
I have just returned from a 


trip en the road, and I touched some 
of the Hiore remote places in Texas 
and Mississippi, and while I have been 
out before ia the same territory, I 
was surprised at the increased num- 
ber of tea drinkers. Up to a few years 
ago in the more remote sections of 
the country tea was used almost ex- 
clusively in the sick room. Tea had to 
be bought in the country from the 
Druggist. The man who dealt ia gen- 
eral merchandise rarely 
though of 


selling tea, unless he had a medicine 
counter in his store. Tea was some- 
thing Snicky, something to be given 
to the convalescing patient along with 
crackers, tasteless broth and things of 
that sort. This is not the case now. 
Tea is brosght ia rather large quanti- 
ties by country laerchants, and the 
country fold use it for other than sick- 
room purposes. It is extensively used 
throughout the country. 
There is a 


still more interesting fact in connec- 
tion with the growth of the tea trade. 
Negroes are now great tea consumers. 
You would be surprised at the amount 
of tea consumed by this element of the 
population. Using tea is a new thing 
with the negro element, buz since they 
have got into the tea-drinking habit 
they have vastly Increased tfce con- 
sumption of the product. Yes, they 
fcave about quit using sassafras roots 
for tea-making purposes, and this rath- 
er primitive drink is now used for its 
medicinal properties. It has exchanged 
places with the other tea. There are 
some reasons for the increased con- 
sumption of tea. There are, of course, 
many other special and general causes 
for tie new demand and altogether the 
changes form a rather interesting sub- 


j ject, so far as modern commerce It
